FIRST DAY 

Wednesday Morning, September 12, 1917

COMMITTEE OF SOCIAL SERVICE AND MORAL 

REFORM 

We ei^orse the Social Name of the Churches, as inter- 
preted by Paragraph 564, Discipline of 1916. 

We recommend the continuance of our Conference Com- 
mission of Social Service as an Auxiliary to the Methodist Fed- 
eration for Social Service, and instruct it to cooperate with 
the Area Department of Social and Commercial Service under 
the direction of Dr. J. G. Benson. 

We depreciate any effort to lower industrial and social 
standard during the progress of the great war, and especially 
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any removal of the regulations as to hours of labor and the 
employment of women and children. 

We congratulate our Commonwealth of Michigan on the 
progress of the Prohibition amendment and excellent legisla- 
tion to carry it into effect, and exhort our people to the most 
vigilant support of the enforcement of the law after May 1st, 
1918. 

We welcome the advance of temperance sentiment through- 
out the world, especially as revealed in the many excellent re- 
strictive laws passed by congress, but we .will not be satisfied 
with anything short of the complete abolition of the 
traffic. We therefore urge that the Shepherd Prohibition 
.\mendment to the Constitution, already passed by the Senate, 
be passed by the House of Representatives at the regular ses- 
sion in December, and as rapidly as possible by the legislatures 
of the several states. * 

We recommend that the Detroit Conference be represented 
at the National Convention called to be held in tjie city of 
Washington in December next, for the purpose of urging the 
passage of this amendment. 

We nominate for the Conference Trustees of the Anti- 
Saloon League, J. G. Haller and H. A. Field, ministers, and 
S. S. Kresge and George Adams, laymen. 

Our church Temperance Society occupies a unique place 
among reformatory agencies, and by its record of things ac- 
complished has strengthened its claim upon our loyal support. 

We retract none of our utterances in favor of international 
peace and of the erection of a world tribunal for the settlement 
of international differences of all kinds. But we are also con- 
vinced that lasting peace for the world can only come by the 
wiping of the last vestige of personal government from the face 
of the earth, and the universal triumph of government of, for 
and by the people. The Methodist Episcopal Church stands 
squarely behind the President and the National Government in 
the energetic and swift prosecution of the war fot world-wi4e 
liberation. We call upon our people to loyally take their sev- 
eral parts in the national defense, Avhether by military service; 
by the conservation of our resource-'^ of wealth and food, and, 
above all, by the maintenance of the moral and spiHtual life 
of the nation, which is after all its surest line both of pffense 
and defense. ... -

The Superannuated Preachers* Aid Society of the Detroit 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Was 
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in annual session at the Court Street Church in Flint on Sep- 
tember 13, 1917 with President L. E. Lovejoy in the chair. Sec- 
retary-Treasurer C. W. Baldwin made his report of which the 
following statement is a summary and trustees and officers for 
the coming year were elected as herein stated.

1. The Conference has voted that the District Superintendents prcscat as 
candidates for admission on trial into the Copference the names of only such 
persons as have attained the equivalent of a twelve grade high school ednea- 
tioa. 

(See • Discipline Par, 596, Sec. 2.) 

2. Each candidate for admission on trial, for admission' into full meaiber- 
ship. Or for ordination as a local Deacon or a local Elder, must appear before 
the Committee on Ministerial Equipment during the first days of tl»e C#»- 
ference Session.. 
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3. According to the ruling of the Bishop no person can be received on 
trial nor elected to orders while conditioned in any study. See also Discipline 
paragraphs 566, sections 1 and 2, and 596, sections 1, 2 and 3. No person will 
be recommended by the Board to pass from the studies of one year into those 
of the next year if conditioned on more than one study unless three-fourths of 
the Board present shall vote for such advancement. 



CREDITS 

4. All certificates of credit as provided for in the Discipline (Par. 697, 
sections 1, 4, 5 and 6) should be sent direct to the Registrar early in the year. 

6. All requests for credit as provided for in the Discipline (Par. 697, sec- 
tions 2 and 3) should be sent to the examiners in the respective subjects, who 
will forward same together with their recommendations to the Registrar. T^se 
requests must be made at least four weeks before Conference in order to secure 
satisfactory adjustment. 

6. By motion of the Board credit will be withheld if books loaned frooj 
the W. H. M. S. loan library have not been returned. 



THE EXAMINATIONS 

7. There are three examinations during the year. The first is on the 
last Tuesday in April; the second on the first Tuesday in August, and the 
third on the Tuesday before Conference convenes. The places of holding the 
first and second examinations are as follows: Detroit, Martha Holmes Church; 
Adrian, Ypsilanti, Durand, Lapeer, Bad Axe, Saginaw, Jefferson Avenue 
Church; Bay City, First Church; Alpena, Cheboygan, Sault Ste. Marie, £s- 
canaba. Iron River, Ironwood, Negaunee, and Calumet, First Church. 

8. All who fail to qualify for advancement are required to meet the Board 
in person or if not in attendance on Conference to send to the Registrar a 
written explanation. The Board wishes to keep in close touch with all under- 
graduates and assist them whenever possible. 

9. In case any candidate fails in examination on any subject the Board 
shall review his record for final marking. The candidate may appear before 
the Board in person if he so desires. 

10. All examinations shall take place in the presence of a member of the 
Board or other supervisor appointed by the Chairman. Said Supervisor shaU 
collect the fees, papers, sermons and essays and forward them immediately to 
the Registrar. He shall see that no papers are signed and that the duplicate 
record slip is proT>erly filled out and attached to each paper. 



THE EXAMINER 

11. Each Examiner shall prepare and send to the Chairman at least one 
month before the April examination two different sets of at least ten questions 
on each subject asigned him; one set to be used at the mid-year examination 

' and the other to be used at the Conference examination. 

12. Each Examiner is expected to furnish such information and sugges- 
tions concerning the books or subjects assigned him as will be most helpful to 
the students preparing for the examination. Students are invited to consult 
personally or by letter with the Examiners concerning any difficulties con- 
nected with the respective studies. 

13. The Examiner shall grade and mark the papers, essays and sermons 
on a scale of 100, and the candidate must attain a standing of 70 in order to 
pass. After the Examiner has reported his markings to*the Registrar he shall 
have no authority to change the marking without consent of the Board. 

14. The Registrar is authorized to give to each student receiving a passing 
mark of 70 an additional 5 per cent, on all examinations taken at the regular 

I April and August examinations and at the Summer School Assembly. 
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SERMONS AND COLLATERAL READING 

15 Sermons and reports on collateral reading should be handed in by the 
last Tuesday in January. Papers sent in after the August examination cannot 
receive the additional 5 per cent. 

16. Sermons and examination papers shall not be signed, Imt to each a 
duplicate record slip properly filled out should be attached. The Registrar 
shall forward all papers to the proper e.xaminer without the candidate s name, 
but identified by the number corresponding to the number of the candidate .. 
name on the Registrar’s record. All papers shall be the property of the ex- 
aminers. 

17. By order of the Conference each candidate is required to pay annually, 
at his first examination, a fee of one dollar. Unless the ff'e is paid no papers 
of the candidate can be forwarded by the Registrar to the Lxamineis.

M. Hamilton McMahon was born in Scotland April 2, 1843. 
and at 3' years of age lost his mother and when 6 years old his 
father started for America with 3 boys, M. H. being the young- 
est. On the way over his father died suddenly and was buried 
at sea, leaving his three orphans to land in New York, robbed 
of every possession' and left to care for themselves. The elder 
brother died in a short time and the next one went as a cabin 
boy on a ship and was gone 8 years, leaving M. H. to get along 
as best he could. How God cared for the lost orphan. He 
was always a pure clean lad, and at 15 years he was soundly 
converted, and joined St. Johns M. E. church. New Rochelle, 
N. Y., the 3rd M. E. church in America, April, ’61. At nearly 
18 he enlisted in the 5th regiment New York Volunteers (Dur- 
yea’s Zouaves) and was in many hard battles. He was justly 
proud of his record as a soldier. On August 27, 1862, at the 
battle of Manassas, he was severely wounded through the right 
shoulder and lay on the field 5 days a prisoner before he was 
exchanged and sent to the Georgetown College Hospital at 
Washington and when he was convalescent was sent to Central 
Park Hospital in New York and on January 22, 1863 was mar-

The subject of this sketch was born in Fayette county, Va., 
October 28, 1837, and so had just entered his eightieth year 
when called to his reward. He was educated in the schools of 
his native state. Coming into young manhood during the stir- 
ring years which led up to the war of the rebellion, he heartily 
espoused the Union cause, an<i in 1863 was elected to the con- 
stitutional convention which, drafted the basic laws of that new 
commonwealth, being the. youngest member of the body. 

Hearing and heeding the call to the Christian ministry, he 
soon after entered the West Virginia conference, and labored 
in it with faithfulness and success for twenty years. Among 
the charges which he served were Catlettsburg, Ky., Hartford 
City, W. Va., Chapline Street, Wheeling, twice, Charleston, 
twice, Morgantown and Grafton. He also filled one term as 
presiding elder of Wheeling district.

During the past 
year he had been perceptibly failing, but had kept about until 
’ eleven days before his death, when he was taken ill with uremia 
and heart trouble, suffering much until death brought release. 

Dr. Ryan was twice married — first to Miss Susan Chering- 
ton, March 8, 1866, in West Virginia. Four children were the 
fruit of this union — Mrs. Mary D. Copeland and Mrs. Dr. Mil- 
ton T. Watson, of Detroit; Edward B. Ryan, of Cincinnati, 
and Dr. Charles W. Ryan, of Battle Creek. Mrs. Ryan, a true 
wife and mother, died soon after they came to Detroit, March 
25, 1885. Two years later Dr. Ryan was united in marriage 
with Miss Charlotte Hance, of Detroit, who survives and has 
been a most devoted companion and helpmeet. Two children 
were added to the family — Mrs. Roy S. Ely, of Detroit, and 
Theodore W., who remains at home. 

Edward W. Ryan was a man of strong convictions, and had 
the courage of them. He was a clear thinker, a preacher of more 
than ^ordinary ability, not ornate, but straightforward and force- 
ful. He believed the whole Bible, preached the whole gospel, 
and was a sturdy defender of “the faith of our fathers.” He 
was “a born fighter,’ ’a fearless and outspoken foe of all un- 
righteousness. If he seemed at times intolerant of liberal 
thought and practice, it was because he was so jealous of “the 
faith once delivered to the saints.” Underneath that blunt ex- 
terior beat a heart as tender as a child’s, and he could hate the 
sin yet love the sinner. 

Dr. Ryan was pre-eminently a champion of prohibition. He 
used to say, “I love to lie awake nights to hate the liquor traf- 
fic.” It was a source of great satisfaction to him that he lived 
to see his native state, Virginia, the new state in whidh by the 
fortunes of war he later found himself. West Virginia, and his 
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adopted state, Michigan, both “go dry” and take their places un- 
der the prohibition banner. 



Altogether, Edward W. Ryan was a big-hearted, lion-heart- 
ed man, a worthy preacher of the gospel of Christ. His pas- 
torates were always successful and fruitful, and he was greatly 
loved by his people. He was held in esteem and affection by 
his brethren of the Detroit conference, who twice honored him 
by election to the General Conference — that at Cleveland in 
1896, and that at Chicago in 1900. 



The funeral services were held at thef home on Tuesday, 
November 28, at one p. m.' The house was crowded with breth- 
ren in the ministry and other friends. Dr. D. H. Ramsdell, 
District Superintendent, had charge. C. W. Baldwin offered the 
opening prayer; F. F. Fitchett and G. E. Gullen read the Scrip- 
ture. “Lead, Kindly Light” and “Sleep on Beloved,” were ten- 
derly sung by Mrs. Charles Smith, of Grand River church. Rev. 
W. G. Nixon, who was Dr. Ryan’s first pastor after his retire- 
ment, and an intimate friend, gave the funeral address — ^an 
eloquent and fitting tribute to the fine qualities of mind and 
heart and the noble life so familiar to us. Dr. William Dawe 
offered the closing prayer. The veteran preachers acted as 
honorary bearers, and laymen of Grand River and Grand Boule- 
vard churches as active bearers. Burial was at Grand Lawn 
cemetery, near Bedford.

JOHN L. WALKER 

John L. Walker was born at Frazersburg, near Aberdeen.. 
Scotland, October 17, 1833. When eight years of age he came 
to America with his parents, who settled in Ontario, Canada.. 
He was converted in young manhood in a series of meetings- 
held in his neighborhood by the Methodists, and went out with 
other young men in work similar to that 'now called Gospel 
Team work. 

On April 4, 1860, Brother Walker was married to Elizabeth 
Ann Baldwin, of North Cayuga, Ontario. To them were bom 
five children. Of these one, Leonard, departed this world at 
the age of sixteen years. The four remaining are Thomas, of 
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Prescott, Mich.; Bella and Margarette, of Anaheim, Cal., and 
J. Franklin, of Flaggstaff, Arizona. . • 

Brother Walker came to the United States in 1867, settling 
in Davisville, Mich., where he worked in the lumberwoods dur- 
ing the week, and preached in the town on Sunday. In 1870 
he was sent as a supply to the Columbus charge, which he serv- 
ed two years. In 1872 he was ordained Deacon by Bishop 
Ames in the Detroit conference, and in 1874 w^as made an elder 
by Bishop Matthew Simpson. Following this was faithful ser- 
vice in many fields — eight years in northern Michigan^ two of 
them as missionary to the Indians at L’Anse, on the shore of 
I^ake Michigan, where he lived wdth his children three miles 
from any white neighbor. His faithful wife> who had been of 
great assistance to him, had been called home in the winter of 
1885, a few months before he was sent to the* Lake Superior 
work. 

In the spring of 1889 he was united in marriage with Addie 
Lake, w'ho proved a true helpmate and wife until 1893, when 
she died. Brother Walker superannuated from the Detroit con- 
ference in 1902, and went to reside at Ann Arbor, Mich. In 
1907 he moved to Anaheim, residing here with his children until 
his summons home. 

During his residence in Anaheim Brother Walker greatly 
endeared himself to the people of the church by his swxet 
CHristian spirit and vital faith.

Suffering from throat trouble all his life. Brother Hodge

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under the presiding elder. In 1874 he entered Detroit confer- 
ence on probation, and in full connection in 1876. He was or- 
dained a deacon in 1874, in the same class with John Sweet, 

J. E. Jacklin and William Dawe. In 1878 he was ordained elder, 
with J. F. Berry, N. G. Lyons, F'. Coates, L. N. Moon, H. Nan- 
kervis, J. W. Campbell and Isaac Wilcox.. For nearly twenty 
years he served in the pastorate, with a few short breaks be- 
cause of ill health. His appointments were: Fayette and Man- 
istique, Republic, Perry, Highland, Davison, Seymour Lake, 
Hazelton, Clio and Pine Run, Hadley. In 1892 throat trouble 
compelled his retirement to the superannuated list. He removed' 
to Pontiac and lived there until six years ago, when he made his 
home in Detroit. 

Brother Hodge was united in marriage August 30, 1877, with 
Miss Mary E. Green, at Court Street Church, Flint. Four chil- 
dren blessed this union — a son. Nelson' who died thirty-two 
years ago, and three daughters, Grace, Lillian and Myra, who 
remained at home. The family life was ideally happy. In the 
home, as in other relations, our brother’s tender, choicfe spirit v 
made him greatly beloved.

. . REV. GEORGE W. JENNINGS - 

On Sunday, November 7, 1916, this strong man and able 
servant of the kingdom, who had scarcely known’ a day of ill- 
ness in air his life, was suddenly stricken and for several days 
the end seemed close at hand. But he rallied and conditions 
rapidly improved. With a determination, rarely equalled, to 
conquer disease that he might longer live and* work, he re- 
sumed his pastoral duties as soon as he was able to drag himself 
about, and in three months he undertook to preach and to con- 
duct the Sunday services. But nature rebelled, and on April 
7, 1917, death' asserted its claim and this useful -minister of God 
and friend of man passed beyond our vision. 

George W. Jennings was born July 2, 1856, in Charlston. 
W. Va. While yet a small bo>^ his mother died, and before he 
reached his teens he went out into the world to make his own 
way. He was ambitious for an education. He toiled and saved 
his money. He went to school and taught school until he was 
prepared to enter upon his collegiate work. He then .carried 
forward his studies in Western Reserve University, .and later 
in Muskingum College. 
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I In 1881 he entered the Detroit conference on probation, and 

at the time of his death had given nearly thirty-six years of 
i uninterrupted service to the church. His pastorates were as 

follows: Port Austin, one year; Almont, three years; Fort Gra- 
tiot, five years; Garland Street, Flint, five years; Jefferson Av- 
enue, Saginaw, five years; First Church, Pontiac, seven years; 
First Church, Owosso, three years; Mt. Clemens, four years; 
and Tecumseh, nearly three- years’. 

Brother Jennings was an unusual man. He does not yield 
readily to classification. His ways were peculiarly his own. His 
conception of the ministry was to minister. He loved humanity. 
And his chief joy was, like that of his Master, in going about 
doing good. Perfectly at home in circles of refinement and 
culture, he yet sought out the haunts of erring men, the unfor- 
tunate, the down and out. Routine pastoral visitation was irk- 
some; hut to sit by the^ bedside of the sick, to enter the house 
of mourning, to divide his bread with the hungry, to pul^ the* 
fellow who had fallen in discouragement or in sin, to his feet 
again — these were his coveted tasks. The program of service 
set forth by the Master and recorded in the twenty-fifth chap- 
^ ter of Matthew, was his program. 

Not only did he love humanity, but he knew humanity. 
Human nature lay before him as an open book. He knew its 
• weakness and temptations, and he was< patient and tender in 
his dealings with it. He knew its secret springs of good and 
of worthy purpose and ambition and he could touch them and 
rouse them into activity. 

He knew life and the affairs of men. He could meet men 
of every type and without awkward blundering, command their 
attention and respect. His social qualities were phenomenal. 
He easily found the point of contact and sympathetic touch 
with those of every walk in life. He made common cause with 
men and bound them to him. Catholic or Protestant, saint or 
sinner, rich or poor, professional man or laboring man — all 
were his friends. He was everybody’s pastor. 

As a preacher he was unconventional in style and talked 
as man to man. His messages were vital and full of human in- 
terest. ' They found people where they lived and toiled /and 
suffered. In every place unusual numbers waited on his min- 
istry, and among them were to be found many who were not 
known as church goers, but who fell under the spell of his 
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attractive powers. But men were not only drawn to him; they 
were drawn to Christ and into the church in large numbers. 

Brother Jennings was married to Miss Sadie Allison at 
Port Austin in 1882. This was the first year of his ministry, 
and this companion of his life has shared the sacrifices, the toil 
and the victories of his thirty-six years of service. With Sister 
Jennings there are left, three sons and one daughter: Roy W., 
of Flint; Winifred G. and Ben D., of Detroit, and George, Jr., 
or little “Ted,” a most winsome child. Their eldest daughter, 
Leila, a charming young woman, was taken from them in Sep- 
termer, 1915.

ANNIVERSARIES 



Anti-Saloon League 

Saturday Afternoon — J. S. Steininger took the chair at 2:30 
o’clock and introduced the representatives of the Anti-Saloon 
League. Hon. Grant L. Hudson, Superintendent of the State 
Anti-Saloon League was the first speaker. Mr. Hudson com- 
plimented the Conference on the part it played in the winning 
of the decisive state-wide prohibition victory last fall and 
warned it that not until the last stronghold of the liquor, in- 
terests had been carried through the adoption of the Amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution next December could there 
be a relaxation of vigilance or cessation ’ of the fight. He ap- 
pealed for continuance of active interest in the work of the 
League in the future as in the past. 

Mr. Hudson’s speech was an introduction to the address of 
Rev. P. A. Baker, National Superintendent of the Anti-Saloon 
League. Mr. Baker brought to his audience a very clear defi- 
nition of the place of the church in the final annihilation of the 
saloon. He declared the Congress is now elected which will 
submit the amendment to the Constitution carrying prohibition 
and defended the policy of the National League in the cam- 
paigrn to secure the passage of the Amendment through the 
Federal Senate. 



Educational Anniversary / 

Thursday Evening — The Rev. Arthur W. Stalker presided 
and conducted the devotional service. C. M. Thompson led in 
prayer. The chairman in introducing Dr. Samuel Dickie spoke 
felicitously of the great work of the honored president of Albion 
College and outlined the plans for meeting Methodism’s re- 
sponsibility at Michigan University. 

Dr. Dickie, on rising, was greeted by Albion students pres- 
ent with the familiar college yell. The speaker reviewed the 
college financial condition which was very creditable, and out- 
lined the purpose of the Board of Trustees to promote the cam- 
paign for $500,000 as the first unit of the proposed million dol- 
lar addition to the College Endowment. 

Dr. John W. Hancher, assistant corresponding Secretary of 
the Board of Education, followed Dr. Dickie, speaking upon 
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the theme, “The Climb to Brotherhood.” Dr. Hancher’s line
